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ANOTHER DREDGE) 
DIKE WORK 


The Florida, shallow | draft 
dredge of the Arundel Corporation | 
which, will assist that company's 
dredge Caloosahatchee in raising 
dike levels along the eastern and 
southern rim of Lake Okeechobee, 
Started work on the shallow Ba- | 
com Point sector yesterday. 

It is expected that, the Florida 
will be employed approximately 
three weeks in the point section, in 
which more than half mile of dike| 
will be repaied to the 20 foot level, 
‘The Florida will only work duris 
daylight, while the Caloosahat- 
chee's 24-hour operation schedule 
continues in effect. 

The latter dredge is now work- 
ing in the Clewiston section. On 
completion of this work the Caloo- 
sahatchee will work back on parts 
of the dike between Clewiston and 
South Bay, checking the height, 
attempting to obtain a’ 20-foot 
level throughout. 

‘This emergency repair work is 
being done with $40,000 raised by 
the flood control board and is only 
temporary. It is being done in at 
tempt to protect the repaired sec- 
tions from slight wind tides, due 
to the present excessive height of 
Lake Okeechobee.

DISTRICT DEBTS 
CANNOT BE MET 


But No: Law For, Drainage 
Receivership, Hence Need 
To Refund Bonds 


On its present budget of income, 
Everglides drainage district can- 
not meet its bond obligations, but 
there is no power for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver—that is the 
vpinion of a man who js in strong 
position to influence the policy of 
the district. He believes It is pos- 
sible to work oùt the ‘problems. of 
the district but as it is now being 
operated he is “not too hopeful of 
success,” 

These opinions are stated in a 
letter to the editor of The Ever- 
glades News in reply to this news- 
Paper's declaration that the board 
ot commissioners should make a 
‘voluntary dectaration >of insol- 
vency and ask a court for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. Because 
it is a personal letter the name of, 
the writer must be withheld, but 
warrant for its publication | is 
found jn the pressure for informa- 
tion and opinion from informed 
and thoughtful men as to the fu- 
ture of the district. The’ letter 
follows 
“If I correctly divine the rea- 
sons which impel you to the con-

Hope Tariff To Make} 


Good Prices, Fear 
Two Floods 


Farmers*in the upper Ever- 
glades, inspired by hope and re- 
strained by fears, this week made 

tious advance in preparations 
for the fall crop: 

The hope is that the tarif will 
actually do what is promised— 
make a profitable market by ex- 
cluding vegetables grown in Mex- 
ico, Cuba and Isiè of Pines; and 
the fear is that winds acting on 
the waters of the lake at high 
level will make breaks in the levee 
and that August and September 
rains on the east coast will flow 
into West Palm Beach canal, back 
the canal 

Farmers from Canal Point and 
Pahokee who went to Kissimmee 
river to see what it is doing ob- 
served that a good deal of river 
water {s still coming into the lake. 
the quantity of\it being proved 
by the fact that the lake holds at 
elevation 18.7 despite evaporation 
and discharge from ‘St. Lucie 
canal, The spillways at Moore 
Haven and Canal Point (and pre- 
sumably at Chosen and South Bay 
also) are closed, those avenues*for 
dispersal of water not eing used. 
The imminency of country-wide 
flood is greater than it has ever 
been at this time of year. How 
ever, an interposition’ of Provi- 
dence that would make the tariff 
bill act beneficially could withhold 
a food. 

Weeds are being rundown and: 
rome tand ts being disced and seed 
beds are being made by fore- 
handed farmers who thus put 
themselves in position for quick 
action if the country is still out 
of water by the time of the-new 
moon on the 22nd of September 
and no hurricane is forecast. 

“Another restraining factor is 
financing. It js understood that 
loans of government money will be 
made but there is uncertainty as 
to the terms of the law. If the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture is 
trying to reduce production in or- 
der to bring prices up, it is not 
probable that much money will be 
loaned to increase production, un- 
less there is a “catch” in the 
statement about trying to reduce 
production. Š 

No estimate of probable acrèage 
ot vegetables in the Glades can 
be made until the representatives 
of the commission houses come in 
and let it be known how much 
money they are going to put out 
for the fall crop, for a large part 
of the acreage is financed by com- 
mission houses.

‘The-petitioners had recommend- 
ed that the bonds of the receivers 
be $100,000 and that amount was 
set by the court and the bond was 
made by the Columbia Casualty 
Company.

Receivers’ certificates proposed

Without contributing 
one penny toward the project the 
state is vastly benefited. 

The State of Florida is in nowise 
taxed to`pay for reclamation of 
the Everglades, and therefore suf- 
fers not one whit whether the two 
districts employ an attorney or 
not: Once in awhile it pays «| 
newspaper to be fair and ethical. 
A fair and square discussion of 
Everglades affairs by the Talla- 
hassee papers would do much to 
relieve prejudice in West Florida 
against these two great develop- 
ments. Down here we now know 
that it suits the political ideas of 
a small coterie in Tallahassee not 
to treat them fairly. It should al 
so be made known that present
